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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 1, 14, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Baldwin, 5,743,864. 

2. Baldwin figures 4-6 teach a band 28 attached to a driver mechanism for contracting the 
band about the chest of the patient. A fluid filled cushion 32 is disposed between the chest of the 
patient and the band 28. Control system 40 control the rate and pressure of the system for 
purposes of CPR. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. Claims 2-7, 15, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chang in view of Whitney 4,453,538. 

4. Whitney teaches adding a cushion to the air bladder next to the patient for comfort. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Chang to include a cushion 
between the band and the patient as taught by Whitney to provide comfort to the user. 

5. Claims 8-13, 17, 18, 20, 21 are rejected under 35 U,S,C 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chang in view of Whitney and Cantrell et al. 

6. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Chang to include 
a cushion between the band and the patient as taught by Whitney to provide comfort to the user 
and to provide a computer as taught by Cantrell to automate the operation of the device. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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8. The changes to the claims did define over Meister which was the purpose of the 
suggestion however, with the vast amount of art in this area it was unknown if this change would 
define over other prior art. The examiner apologizes if council was misled into believing that 
this would make all of the claims allowable. Upon further review of the art it would appear that 
Baldwin teaches a band with a fluid filled cushion between the outer band and the chest of the 
patient. It would appear Baldwin comprehends the claims. 

9. Chang teaches a band with plural inflatable cells for compressing the chest. There 
appears to be no unobviousness at providing a cushion on the inside of the band to give the 
patient cushion from the inflating bladder.
